On June 3, 1981, a Federai Grand Jury in thè 
Southern District of Florida, Miami, Florida, returned a b 

one count indictment against sixteen individuals charging 
them with conspiring to violate Title 18, United States Code, b 

Section 1962 (d) - Racketeer Influenced and Corrupt Organizations 

Statute. Included among thè sixteen individuals were organized 
crime figures, Anthony Accardo, Santo Traficante, and Alfred 
Pilotto. The indictment charged that thè defendants conspired 
to conduct thè affairs of thè Laborer's International Union 
of North America (LIUNA) through a pattern of racketeering 
activity by giving and receiving unlawful kickbacks for thè 
granting of LIUNA pension fund, life insurance, Vision, and 
dentai businesses. 


On July 25, 1981, a Ione gunman shot and seriously 
wounded Alfred Pilotto on a golf course in Crete, Illinois. 
Pilotto had been golfing with Samuel Guzzino, Nick Fushi, 
and Rudy Bamonti. Guzzino, a dose associate of Pilotto's 
was thè part owner/operator of thè Vagabond Lounge, a major 
house of prostitution and gambling in Chicago Heights, Illinois. 
Guzzino who acted as Pilotto's bodyguard was on thè golf 
date during which Pilotto was shot.

On November 30, 1981, Daniel Addison Bounds 
contacted thè Chicago Office of thè FBI through an intermediary 
and agreed to voluntarily provide details of thè conspiracy 
to murder Alfred Pilotto. In summary, Bounds advised that 
he was hired by Samuel Guzzino, his ex-father-in-law, to 
murder Alfred Pilotto. Samue l Guzzino told Bounds that 
"thè hit" had been ordered by | |because "thè 

people" feared that Pilotto, a defendant in a union case, 
would "spili names" in that case. Bounds detailed thè 
conspiracy and roles played by Samuel Guzzino, Richard ^ 7 ^ 

Guzzino, and Robert Ciarrocchi. Richard Guzzino, brother 
of Sam, ran thè gambling portion of thè Vagabound Lounge, 
and managed thè cab companies operated out of thè same building. 
Robert Ciarrocchi, one of Richie's closest associates, helped 
him at thè Vagabond. 

Bounds was polygraphed regarding his role and 
that of others in this conspiracy and found to be truthful. 
Extensive investigation was conducted which substantially 
corroborated Bounds' statement. 

On December 1, 1981, Bounds received a consensually 
monitored cali from Richard Guzzino. Guzzino indicated 
that Samuel Guzzino's death had nothing to do with Pilotto. 
Guzzino acknowledged that he knew of thè guns buried 
in thè creek by thè golf course, but added that he did not 
want to talk about that. 

On December 17, 1981, and December 23, 1981, Bounds 
received consensually monitored calls from Guzzino during 
which Guzzino acknowledged that they did a job together that 
did not work out. The man who hir ed them w as dea 
also told Bounds to stay away from because 

would kill Bounds. - 

These consensually monitored conversations centered 
upon Bounds' eliciting responses from Guzzino regarding 
Bounds plight over thè Pilotto shooting. Throughout these 
conversations, Guzzino made strong innuendo and outright 
admissions concerning his substantial involvement in this 
shooting.

On December 23, 1981, Richard Guzzino was interview 
at thè Orland Park Office of thè FBI. Guzzino acknowledged that 
he was in hiding in fear of his life. Guzzino was confronted 
with statements of Bounds. Guzzino made comments indicating 
that he had knowledge of thè Pilotto shooting, but could not 
get in trouble except by his own words. He added that his 
brother was not killed because of thè Pilotto shooting, but 
for something else. He and Sara were so dose that he knew 
everything Sam did. 

On August 25, 1982, Robert Ciarrocchi was interviewed 
at thè offices of thè Mattoon, Illinois Police Department. 
Ciarrocch i acknowledged an association with thè Guzzinos, 

\ and Bounds, but denied any involvement or knowledge 
of thè conspiracy and attempted murder of Alfred Pilotto. 
Twenty-one (21) weapons, miscellaneous ammunition and 
pamphlets held by a neighbor for Ciarrocchi were turned 
over to thè FBI Agents for examination.

(R/A's) vere assigned by Zone fb Commander| :o trave1 to thè 

Crete Police Department and assist Chief or Police Michael Seibert 
investigate thè shooting of organized crime figure ALFRED PI LOTTO which 
occurred on July 25, 1981. 

The R/A's responded to thè Crete Police Department and met with 
Chief Seibert vho advised, in sununary, that after teeing off at thè BTH 
TEE of thè LINCOLNSHJRE COUNTRY CLUB, CRETE, an unknown individuai cf-f 
out of thè brush, bordering thè 8TH TEE, and fired a number of s'nots at 
ALFRED P1L0TT0, hittina PILOTTO in thè arm, leg and abòomen. PILOTTO 
was taken by Gerardi Ambulance Company to St. James Hospital in Chicaoc 
Keights. P1L0TT0 was shot with what is believed to be a .45 raliber 
weapon. Other members of thè PILOTTO foursome vere RUDY EA.M0NTI , CRTTF 
SAM GUZZINO, MATTESON; and NICK FUSHI, CRETE. According to Chief Seifcc 
none of thè other members of thè PILOTTO foursome observed anything. 

Chief Seibert stateci that two .45 caliber shell casincs vere re¬ 
cover ed on a pathway which parailels thè BTH TEE. Chief Seibert speco - 
Jates that thè two casings were rnissed by vhomever cleaned up thè area 
surrounding thè 8TH TEE, because a number of people on or near thè BTH

Seibeit believes that one or more ol thè members of thè PI LOTTO golf 
party may bave cleaned up thè crime scene before thè arrivai of thè 
police. Chief Seibert believes that thè two shell casings may bave 
rolled under thè golf carts and vere not observed. Chief Seibert 
believes that thè crime scene was cleaned up prior to thè arrivai of 
thè police because of thè number.of shots heard by nearby citi zeus; 
thè fact that no other shell casings were recovered by police during 
two thorough searches using metal detection equipment; and thè fact 
that thè shooting wasn't going to be reported to thè Crete Police De¬ 
partment. PILOTTO'S golf partners had telephoned for a private 
ambulance and did not notify thè police. The Crete Police Department 
discovered thè shooting while responding to another radio assignment 
and observed thè private ambulance at thè condominiums and stopped to 
investigate.

The Q36 through Q38 shotshells bear reloading marks 
which are of value for comparison purposes, should any 
reloading equipment be recovered by your office. 

Extremely limited mechanism marks were noted in 
thè Q51, Q60, Q62 and Q63 shotshells. However, no conclusion 
could be reached as to whether these marks were produced by 
any of thè submitted shotguns.

GROSS DESCRIPTION: 


A. The specimen is labeled as "Foreign Body (Bullet Shell)" with 
diagnosis of "Gunshot Wound of Extremities" and consists of a 
metallic nondescriptive object that is about 3.0 cm. in maximal 
dimension and less than a nillimeter in thickness. It is partly 
covered by blood dot. 

Also included is a minute fragment of apparent bone that is about 
5.0 nm. 


B. The specimen is labeled as "Debrided Tissue" and consists of 
wedge-shaped to membranous fragments of bone and pinkish-tan soft 
tissue that aggregate about 5.0 cm.

Pilotto shooting and another incident which Guzzino said he 
preferred not to talk about at this time. Guzzino indicated 
that he was seriously contemplating full cooperation with 
thè FBI and would teli everything if he did decide to 
cooperate. 


Guzzino stated while out of thè Chicago Heights 
area he has traveled through and stayed in various States, 
including Alaska, staying in no one particular place. Guzzino 
wanted to avoid detection and also find a place to settle 
down, acknowledging that he felt he could never agam live 
in Chicago Heights. Guzzino advised he was traveling with a 
girlfriend, her sister and children, and two very dose fnends 
of his. Further, according to Guzzino, his mother, Florence, 
would always be able to pass a message to him telephonically as 
they were very dose and he contacted her alxnost daily. 
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SAsI 
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Guzzino also acknowledged possessing information 
about thè murder of Nick D'Andrea as well as his brother, 

Sam Guzzino, and their possible hitmen. Guzzino again stated 
however, he would rather not talk about these murders until 
he had time to fully consider cooperating with thè FBI. 

Guzzino played down his role and that of his 
brother, Sam's, in organized crime, saying they were not 
"made" in thè outfit alth ouah were closely associated with 
Al Pilotto and| | Guzzino further advised he had 

made millions for thè outfit and was mainly a money man 
for them. 

Guzzino acknowledged that Sam and 
ran thè Vagabond Lounge in Chicago Heights, 

(Richie Guzzino) oversaw thè building of thè Vagabond 
from thè ground up. Guzzino, in response to questions 
about possible police payoffs to allow thè Vagabond to 
operate its prostitution and card games, would only say 
there are no payoffs going down inside thè Vagabond. 

Guzzino added, however, that thè Vagabond Lounge is a reai 
money maker for thè syndicate and that funds from its 
profits go directly to Al Pilotto. Guzzino would not, 
however, describe details such as how or by whom Pilotto 
receives these monies. He said that Sam handled those 
matters personally. Guzzino advised that he and his brother 
were extremely dose and t) at he idiolized Sam. He stated 
that Sam did nothing without discussing it with him. 

Guzzino advised that he knew everything that Sam knew, 
but kept a low profile. 

Richard Guzzino was advised that thè FBI was 
in possession of information received from a Danny Bounds 
that he (Guzzino) participated in and helped pian thè 
shooting of southside syndicate boss, Al Pilotto. Guzzino 
replied that thè information was just Bounds' word against 
his, and that he would not be pressured with that information. 
When pressed further that Sam's death was a result of 
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thè "botched" Pilotto shooting, Guzzino replied that 
that was not thè reason for Sam's death, and that that 
was "fucked up from thè beginning." He stated he knew 
it was fucked up from thè start, but that Sam had no 
choice.

Ciarrocchi was confronted with thè allegations made 
by Bounds that he assisted in thè conspiracy and provided thè 
weapons and thè get-away vehicle for thè attempted murder of 
Alfred Pilotto in July, 1981. Ciarrocchi denied any involvement 
in thè Pilotto shooting, and stated that he felt that he was 
being singled out because of his dose association with Sam 
and Richie Guzzino. He advised that he had not been in hiding, 
though admitted that he left thè Chicago Heights area with 
Richie Guzzino after thè funeral of Sam Guzzino. Ciarrocchi 
declined to comment on their traveling companions, or their 
itinerary after he and Richie left thè Chicago Heights area. 

He stated thè reason Richie left thè area was because of his 
confusion over thè reasons for Sam's murder. Richie needed 
time to get away from thè pressures around Chicago Heights to 
sort things out. It was never Richie's intention to stay away 
from thè Chicago Heights area permanently. 

Ciarrocchi further advised that he had never had any 
discussions with Richie Guzzino concerning thè Pilotto shooting 
or thè murder of his brother, Sam. He could not imagine why 
Bounds would make allegations against Ciarrocchi or Guzzino 
regarding thè Pilotto shooting. He stated that he was neither 
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friend nor enemy of Bounds. He admitted that he owned a 
.45 caliber automatic, and a nickel plated .38 or .357 magnum 
revolver. Ciarrocchi expressed no fear on being implicated 
in thè Pilotto shooting, or suffering repercussions from 
Organized Crime figures.

Bounds advised .that he was formerly married to 
Sam Guzzino's daughter. They had one child during thè 
marriage. After their divorce he had problems seeing his 
child. Ilis ex-wife would not let him see her, as a result 
Sam Guzzino would intercede on his behalf and arrange 
for him to see her. Bounds stated that he was also employed 
by Casey Cab Company, owned by thè Guzzinos.

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Approximately two days after thè above meeting 
Bounds, Sani and Richie Guzzino and Bob Ciarrocchi went 
to practice shooting a rifle in thè Crete area. A few 
days after thè first practice session, Richie, Bob and 
Bounds went out again to practice shooting. At this 
time Bounds practiced shooting with a .357 magnum and 
a wood handle .45 automatic. Bounds advised that thè 
second practice session was also done in thè Crete 
area. On thè first occasion of thè above occasions 
thè four individuals drove in Sara Guzzino's gold Cadillac 
SeVille. Bounds described Ciarrocchi as a white male, 
approximately 5' 5", 190 pounds, approximately 42-43 years 
old, receding black/gray hair, glasses, employed at thè 
Vagabond Lounge. 

Bounds stated that on another occasion prior 
to thè shooting, he went with Richie Guzzino to thè Radio 
Shack in South Chicago Heights to purchase a radio. He 
purchased one for approximately $182.00, and brought it 
to thè car so Richie could look at thè crystals. After 
Richie looked at thè crystals he told Bounds that he didn't 
need thè radio because he could get one that would fit their 
needs. Bounds then returned thè radio. Bounds stated 
Richie then borrowed a radio from Phillip Knox, an employee 
of thè cab company. According to Bounds, thè radio was a 
scanner type, three channel, approximately 9" tali x 3" 
wide with an antenna approximately 6" in length. The 
rubber tip on thè antenna was broken off. Bounds further 
stated there were three channels on thè radio: (1) Chicago 
Heights Police Department; (2) Chicago Heights Fire 
Department; (3) Chicago Heights City Cab Company (Casey 
Cab) . 


Bounds stated that until two days before thè 
shooting he didn't know who he was to shoot. On thè 
second night before thè shooting he received a cali on 
thè cab radio to go to Al Pilotto's residence and pick 


• * 
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up a package and bring it to Sam Guzzino. He proceeded 
to Pilotto's residence at which time Pilotto's wife gave 
Bounds thè three cassettes. He then proceeded to Sam Guzzino's 
with thè package. Bounds advised that he gave thè above 
to Sam Guzzino and they both viewed a tape. According 
to Bounds thè tape was of thè 75th birthday party for 
Guzzino's mother. When Pilotto appeared on thè tape, 

Guzzino stopped thè tape and told bounds, "That's thè guy 
we want hit." Bounds inquired as to thè identity of thè 
individuai and was advised by Guzzino that thè individuai 
was Al Pilotto. Bounds stated that was thè first time he 
knew thè identity of thè individuai he was to shoot. 

Bounds advised on thè Friday night before thè 
shooting he stayed at Bob Ciarrocchi's residence. West 
116th Street. During thè evening Richie carne over with thè 
above mentioned radio. Ciarrocchi placed it into a green 
nylon satchel which he purchased from K-Mart. He also 
was to wear a nylon over his face along with a green base¬ 
ball cap and green jump suit. In addition, he was to 
wear brown cotton gloves and Bob Ciarrocchi's boots, 
tan in color. Also, thè two handguns he practiced with 
were placed into thè green stachel. They were supplied 
by Ciarrocchi. 

Bounds advised that thè location, etc. of thè 
shooting was already determined. This determination was 
made approximately a week or so before thè shooting. 

There were two locations originally proposed; (1) thè 
tee on thè Lincolnshire Golf Course near State Street, 
and (2) thè 8th tee of thè golf course. Bounds stated that 
Sam Guzzino left thè decision of thè location up to him. 

After a number of "dry runs" Bounds decided on thè 8th 
tee location. 

On thè day of thè shooting, Saturday, July 25, 

1981, Bounds and Ciarrocchi departed Ciarrocchi's residence 
in Ciarrocchi's vehicle, a 1979 or 1980 greenish Lincoln 
Towne Car, at approximately 8:00 a.m. to 8:05 a.m. It 
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is noted Bounds was wearing thè clothing noted above. 

They drove to Richton Road near thè 8th tee. Bounds 
then exited thè vehicle and ran into thè bushes. Bounds 
stated thè time was now approximately 8:10 a.m. to 
8:15 a.m. He then hid in thè bushes on thè left side 
of thè track. After a group of golfers departed thè 
tee, he crossed over to thè right side of thè track. 

At that time he took thè weapons out of thè green satchel 
and placed one inside his pants (.357). At approximately 
3:30 a.m. he observed two individuals proceeding towards 
thè tee in a golf cart. The individuai he believed to 
be Pilotto was not wearing a cap or glasses. Bounds advised 
he wasn't sure this individuai was Pilotto so he let thè 
individuai tee off. Immediately after this individuai 
teed off, Sam Guzzino was observed by Bounds driving 
towards thè 8th tee in a golf cart. At that time Bounds 
was sure thè above individuai was Pilotto. According 
to Bounds, when he heard Guzzino say to his partner, "Go 
ahead and shoot," Bounds stated he then fired one shot 
at Pilotto and hit him in thè left shoulder. He then 
exited thè bushes and fired three more times. Bounds 
then ran towards Pilotto who had now fallen against 
thè steps near thè tee. At that time Pilotto raised 
his hands and yelled "Please don't shoot." Bounds stated 
he then got scared and ran down thè path towards thè 
bushes. He stated he had to jump over a small Chain link 
fence. While doing so, thè gun went off and narrowly 
missed his foot. He then ran towards Deer Creek and 
proceeded to run in and out of thè creek. In a location 
approximately midway between thè 8th tee and Chicago Road 
Bounds burried thè two guns in thè creek under some rocks. 
When he got to thè west side of thè tracks (Chicago Road), 
he took off thè above noted clothing and carried them. 

He then proceeded to Kings Road where he stayed until 
10:00 a.m. at which time he was to be picked up at a 
prearranged location by Ciarrocchi. According to Bounds 
thè location was to be on thè south side of thè bridge 
near thè dip in thè road on Kings Road. Bounds stated 
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that in a previous "dry run" thè time from thè 8th 
tee to thè above location was made in approximately 
Ih hours. On thè day of thè shooting Bounds traveled 
this route in approximately 45 minutes. Aslo, Bounds 
advised in his haste to leave thè shooting he forgot 
thè green satchel with thè radio in it. 

Bounds stated at approximately 10:00 a.m. 

Ciarrocchi picked him up in his (Ciarrocchi's) vehicle 
and drove Bounds to 1665 Aberdeen, Apartment 3, Chicago 
Heighrs, Illinois, his previous address. While driving 
to this location Bounds told Ciarrocchi that he "screwed 
up" and left thè radio and hid thè guns. 

Bounds stated that he telephonically talked with 
Richie that evening and advised him of what had 
transpired.

Within a week or so of his birthday, on July 16, 
1981, Bounds was working as a cab driver for Casey Cab 
Company, owned by Richard Guzzino. It was approximately 
9:00 or 10:00 p.m. when he was dispatched by radio to 
Sam Guzzino's apartment in Matteson, Illinois. Sam's 
wife was in Texas at thè time, and Sam was alone when 
he arrived there.

A short time later, possibly a Saturday morning, 
Sam called Bounds at home.

Bob jumped out of thè car on 
thè passenger side and pulled out a rifle from thè golf 
club box.

He then 
gave thè rifle to Bounds who fired once and missed thè 
entire sign. Bounds described thè rifle as having a 
dark barrei and dark stock with bluish and reddish color 
running through thè stock. It was a bolt action rifle 
with a scope, black recoil pad, and a silencer. The silencer 
was powder blue in color, and approximately 12 inches 
long. 


Bounds commented that thè gun seemed pretty 
loud. Ciarrocchi commented that he would change thè 
gaskets which would silence thè sound much better. Sam 
asked Bob what was wrong with thè rifle, to which 
Ciarrocchi replied that it was pulling to thè left, 
and up. Ciarrocchi had been bragging that thè rifle 
could "drop an elephant" until they walked up to thè 
sign. The shots never went through thè sign, just 
dented it. Bounds specifically recalls one of thè shots 
hitting just above thè bar on thè H, along thè left side 
of thè H. He sketched a small pieture of thè location of 
that dent on a piece of paper, which he dated and initialed. 
When Sam saw thè dents he told Ciarrocchi to forget about 
thè rifle. 


Sam was leaving for LasVegas, and said that he 
was going to leave thè practicing and preparation up to 
Richie and Ciarrocchi. He commented that thè"hit" 
would have to be done at thè Lincolnshire Golf Course 
very soon. Sam made a point of saying that thè hit had 
to be in Will County. Sam told Ciarrocchi to get some hand 
guns to see if Bounds could do better with those. He 
believed that Sam left for Las Vegas that night. 

A short time later Richie Called Bounds at home 
and told him that he was going to pick him up. Richie 
and Ciarrocchi arrived in Richie's car. Richie commented, 
"let's see what you can do with these," as he pulled 
two hand guns from a brown paper bag. They drovè to an 
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area near Nache and Offner Roads. They drove off thè 
road onto a driveway where there was a bunch of scrap 
metal, and a wooden sign with lettering on it. They 
got out of thè car with both guns. Ciarrocchi loaded 
both guns, a .357 magnum revolver, and a .45 caliber 
automatic. Ciarrocchi explained that Bounds should not 
hold both hands together in firing thè automatic because 
thè slide would get j^ammed up in thè gloves he would 
be wearing. Bounds emptied both guns from a distance 
of 10 to 15 feet from thè sign. He had aimed for a 
letter 0 on thè sign and hit generally around that 0. 
Ciarrocchi explained that in one of thè guns, every other 
bullet was to be a hollow point. Ciarrocchi emptied thè 
brass from thè .357 magnum and took them with him. 

Bounds believed that thè brass from thè .45 may have been 
left on thè ground. Bob threw away thè casings from thè 
.357 out thè window of thè car as they drove away from 
thè area. Richie commented that Bounds should stick with 
thè hand guns, because at least he could hit something with 
them. He added that thè man would not be that far away. 

Bounds described thè .357 magnum as a 4" barrei, 
nickel plated revolver, with a brown wooden handle with 
a thumb rest. The cylinder possibly turned clockwise, 
and had an ejector release. He described thè .45 automatic 
as being a blue barreled weapon with brown grips. 

Sometime either shortly before or shortly 
after that second practice session, Richie picked up 
Bounds at his apartment and drove to thè Radio Shack in 
South Chicago Heights. Richie gave him $190 to $200.00 
and told him to get a handie talkie radio monitor. Bounds 
went into thè Radio Shack and purchased a 4 or 5 crystal 
radio that had a loaded antenna. He recalled paying 
approximately $182.00, and giving an address of 1445 Emerald 
on thè receipt. He could not recali what name he used 
on thè receipt. Bounds went with Richie and met with 
Sam a short time later to test thè radio. Neìther Richie 
nor Sam liked thè way thè radio worked, and told Bounds 
to return it, to get thè money back. Richie said he would 
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get a radio thrt would fit their needs. Richie took 
him back to thè Radio Shack where he returned thè radio 
and received his money back. 

In this sanie time period Richie and Ciarrocchi 
took him to thè Lincolnshire Golf Course to look at 
two tee artas. They first went to thè tee on State Street, 
where they wanted him to hide in thè tali grass and 
bushes across thè Street from thè tee. They dropped 
Bounds off at that location, and had him run to 34th 
Street as an escape route. They then took him to thè 
8th tee, and showed him thè dump of bushes where he 
would possibly hide. He then ran from that location 
to Kings Road as an escape route. Bounds did not like 
thè first tee area, because it was much too open, though 
thè distance was not very far. He preferred thè 8th tee area 
because of thè amount of cover it provided, though it 
took him an hour and a half to run thè distance. Sometime 
later Bounds practiced his escape route from thè 8th tee 
with Ciarrocchi. 

On Wednesday morning before thè hit, Richie 
picked Bounds up at his home and took him to K-Mart 
located on Route 30 near Western Avenue in Chicago Heights. 
Richie instructed him to get green colored coveralls, 
cap and satchel for thè hit. Bounds purchased a dark 
green coverall, a green cotton baseball cap, and a 
medium green nylon backpack. He tried on some boots, 
but did not like thè way they felt. When Bounds got home 
he tore thè brand names from thè coveralls, cap and 
backpack. Richie told him that Sam was due in that night 
from Las Vegas.

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On Thursday night between and 10 :00 p.m. 

Bounds vas working cab number 62 when thè dispatcher 

sent him to an address in Chicago Heignts. He was 
instructed to go to a side door where a woman would give 
him a package to deliver to Sam's house. When Bounds 
arrived he was met by a white female, 50's or 60's 
5' 9" to 5' 10", slender build, with salt and pepper 
hair, and glasses. She gave him three video tape 
cassettes. Bounds drove over to Sam's apartment in 
Matteson. Sam picked out one of thè video tape cassettes 
and put it in his machine. The tape was of thè 75th 
birthday party of Sam's mother at thè Alcazar Restaurant. 

In thè course of thè tape Sam stopped it and pointed to 
a man in thè frame. Sam told him that thè man was Al Pilotto. 

Bounds only knew Al Pilotto as thè brother of thè 
Chicago Heights Chief of Police. He had no idea that 
Pilotto was a mob boss. Sam commented that Pilotto had 
to be hit. He said that Pilotto in his 70's was 
going senile, and that "thè people" were afraid he would 
spili some names as he was going to court in a union 
case. At that time Sam told him that thè hit was to be 
Saturday morning at thè 8th tee at 8:30 a.m. sharp. Sam 
told him that Ciarrocchi would pick him up at his apartment 
after Ciarrocchi got off work Friday night, and would 
supply him with gloves and boots. 

At approximately 2:00 a.m. on Saturday, 

Ciarrocchi picked him up at his house. They went to 
Ciarrocchi's apartment where Ciarrocchi cleaned and 
loaded thè two hand guns that Bounds practiced with 
earlier. Sometime after 4:00 a.m. Richie Guzzino carne 
to Ciarrocchi's apartment and brought a radio in a 
brown paper bag. Richie told him, " I got to have it 
back. I borrowed it from | | and I have to give 

it back, so don't forget it." 
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Bounds readily recognized thè radio as 
I 1 scanner. It was a black scanner, with a 

flexible black antenna with thè cap missing. Bounds 
stated you could see some white on thè top of thè 
radio antenna. The top of thè scanner had three or four 
toggle switches for each of thè frequenc ies that could 
be monitored. There was also a light for each of 
those frequencies as well as a volume switch. The 
frequencies were for thè Chicago Heights Police Department, 
Chicago Heights Pire Department, and Chicago Heights City 
Cab Company. Bounds drew a sketch of what thè radio 
looked like, which he dated and initialed. Bob wiped 
off thè exterior of thè radio, and put it in thè green 
backpack, along with a can of coca-cola, a nylon, which 
Bounds had taken from his own house, and thè two guns. 
Richie told him that Ciarrocchi would pick him up 
after thè hit and take him back to his apartment. He 
also said that they would get in touch with him that 
same night. 


On July 25, 1981, approximately 8:00 a.m., 
Ciarrocchi and Bounds left Ciarrocchi*s house in Ciarrocchi' 
car, approximately a 1979 green Lincoln Town Car. At 
approximately 8:20 a.m. they arrived at thè path on 
Richton Road leading to thè 8th tee. Bounds put thè 
can of coke in thè pocket of thè coveralls as well as 
some cigarettes. 

He hid in thè bushes on thè left side of thè 
track. After a group of golfers left thè tee, he crossed 
over thè right side of thè track. At that time he took 
thè weapons out of thè green satchel. He placed thè 
.357 in his belt, and held thè .45 in his hand. He placed 
thè nylon over his face, and put thè baseball cap on 
with thè bill toward thè back. 

At approximately 8:30 a.m. Bounds saw two 
individuals proceeding towards thè tee in a golf cart. 

The individuai he believed to be Pilotto was not weàring 
a cap or glasses. He was not sure this individuai was 
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Pilotto so he let thè individuai tee off. Immediately after 
this indiviual teed off Bounds saw Sam Guzzino driving towards 
thè 8th tee in a golf cart. At that time he was sure thè 
individuai was Pilotto. Bounds heard Guzzino say to his 
partner, "Go ahead and shoot." He then fired one shot 
at Pilotto and hit him in thè left shoulder. He ran from 
thè bushes and thè gun fired three more times. Bounds 
ran towards Pilotto who had now fallen against thè steps 
near thè tee. At that time Pilotto raised his hands and 
yelled "Please Don't shoot." Bounds got scared and 
couldn't shoot. 

Bounds ran down thè path towards thè bushes. 

He had to jump over a small chain streached between 
two posts. While doing so thè gun went off and just 
missed his right foot. He ran towards Deer Creek and 
ran in and out of thè creek. In a location approximately 
midway between thè 8th tee and Chicago Read, Bounds 
buried thè two guns in thè creek under some rocks. When 
he got to thè west side of thè tracks by Chicago Road he 
took off his outer clothing and carried them. Bounds 
went to Kings Road where he stayed until 10:00 a.m. 

This was thè time he was to be picked up by Ciarrocchi. 

The location was to be on thè south side of thè bridge 
near thè dip in thè road on Kings Road. In thè "dry runs" 
thè time from thè 8th tee to this location was made in 
approximately l*s hours. On thè day of thè shooting Bounds 
traveled this route in approximately 45 minutes. In his 
hurry to leave thè scene of thè shooting he forgot thè 
green satchel with thè radio in it. 

At approximately 10:00 a.m. Ciarrocchi picked 
Bounds up in his vehicle and drove him to his house at 
1665 Aberdeen, Apartment 3, Chicago Heights, Illinois. 

While driving to his house Bounds told Ciarrochi that he 
"screwed up" and left thè radio and hid thè guns. 

Bob told him not to worry about it. 
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That evening Bounds watched thè news and for 
thè first time real ized whom he shot. He became ver y 
frightened and told | |

On Sunday at approximately 8:30 p.m. Richie 
called him at his apartment and told him to meet him 
at thè cab office. Both Sam and Richie vere there 
when he arrived. Sam told Bounds that he "fucked up." 

Sani took thè blane, however, because he should have 
had a second guy there to finish Pilotto off. Sam said 
that mistakes should have been anticipated because it 
was Bounds' first hit. Sam said that he would teli 
police that thè scanner recovered at thè scene had been 
stolen from thè cab company garage. Sam would claim that 
thè company had a theft problem at thè garage from 
bikers. b7C 


Sam told Bounds to take off a few days to 
cairn down. Sam emphasized that there was no way anyone 
could connect him to thè shooting if he kept his mouth 
shut. Only Sam, Richie and Bob knew who Bounds was. 

None of them would ever say anything, so if anything carne 
out it would have to have to come from him. 


About two weeks later

interviewed concerning thè circumstances surrounding thè attempted 
murder of Alfred Pilotto on July 25, 1981, in Crete, Illinois.

Bamonti advised, he, Sam Guzzino, Nick Fushi and Alfred 
Pilotto had a standing golf date each Saturday and Sunday at thè 
Lincolnshire Golf Course, in Crete, Illinois. They teed off each 
Saturday and Sunday at 7:00 a.m. This same group had been golfing 
together for approximately three years. If one of thè group 
was not able to make thè golf date they would ask other members 
of thè Country Club to fili in for thè foursome. Included in these 
occasionai substitutes was Al Rossetti. 


On July 25, 1981, thè four regulars teed off at 7:00 a.m. 
as usuai. Fushi and Pilotto were in one golf cart, and Guzzino 
and he were in another. As they finished thè seventh hole b7C 

Bamonti recalled that he heard a couple of dogs barking loudly 
in thè area around thè eighth tee. At that time he thought nothing 
of it. Fushi and Pilotto parked their cart along side of thè 
eighth tee, next to thè steps which lead up to thè elevated tee 
off area. Guzzino and he parked their cart behind thè tee, and 
just walked up to thè tee area. Since he and Pilotto won thè seventh 
hole Pilotto teed off first. Then he teed off, followed by 
Guzzino. Fushi was preparing to tee off when Al walked down thè 
stairs toward their cart. Guzzino and he were standing on thè 
tee when he heard about two shots, which he thought were fire 
crackers. He observed an unknown subject jump from thè bushes 
across thè cart lane and run toward Pilotto. He heard one or two 
more shots as thè subject approached Pilotto. Bamonti claimed 
that his vision was obscured by a bush along side of thè steps 
and couldn't see very clearly. He then saw thè subject jump a 
chain which was along side thè cart lane, at which time another 
shot was fired as he jumped thè chain.

Fushi, Al Pilotto, Rudy Bamonti and Sarti Guzzino had 
established a golfing foursome that would tee off each Saturday ^7C 
Sunday, and holiday morning at 7:00 a.m. This same group had 
been golfing for years, thè most recent members being Bamonti 
and Guzzino who had been with thè group for at least three years. 

On July 25, 1981, as was their custom, Pilotto and Fushi rode in 
one golfing cart, and Bamonti and Guzzino in another. Pilotto 
always drove their cart, and Guzzino always drove thè other. 

The group reached thè eighth tee at thè Lincolnshire 
Golf Course between 8:20 and 8:30 a.m. Pilotto and Bamonti 
had won thè seventh hole and were thè first to tee off. Pilotto 
teed off first, Bamonti second and Guzzino third. Fushi was 
preparing to tee off while Pilotto had returned to their cart. 
Pilotto always parked his cart at thè steps along side of thè 
eighth tee. Guzzino had parked his cart, as usuai, to thè rear 
of thè tee. At this point Fushi heard one shot, and turned to 
see Pilotto bleeding from his left elbow and falling to thè 
ground.

He had never heard of any 
rumor that Guzzino was some how involved in thè incident, and 
was shocked at his murder. He had no idea why Guzzino would be 
murdered. He also was not aware if Guzzino carried a gun that 
day on thè golf course, or ever carried a gun at all. He 
understood that Richie Guzzino left town sometime after Sam's 
funeral. 
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Samuel Joseph Guzzino, apartment 104, 3728 West 115th 
Street, was contacted and advised as follows: 

On Saturday morning, July 25, 1981, Guzzino played golf 
at Lincolnshire Country Club, Crete, Illinois, with his "friends", 
Nick Fushi, Rudy Bamonti, and Al Pilotto. The foursome "teed-off" 
at approximately 7:00 AM as had been their custom on Saturdays, 
Sundays, and holidays for approximately thè last ten years. On 
that morning, Fushi and Guzzino vere partners and Pilotto and 
Bamonti were partners. Bamonti and Guzzino rode in one cart 
while Fushi and Pilotto rode in thè other cart. The foursome 
reached thè eighth tee at approximately 8:25 AM. Guzzino noted 
that thè foursome would usually complete thè first nine holes 
at 8:50 to 9:00 AM. 

Pilotto and Bamonti won thè seventh hole. Pilotto parked 
his cart at thè foot of thè steps leading up to thè eighth tee. b7C

Guzzino described thè shooter as thin, 5'9" - 5*10", 
wearing either a one piece suit or shirt and trousers of thè same 
color. The shooter ran*as though he vere a young fellow. 
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The shooter jumped a chain-type gate leading to a 
dirt road and fired a shot into thè ground. Guzzino then ran 
to help Pilotto. 

Guzzino and Bamonti put Pilotto into thè golf cart. k 7 
Bamonti then got into thè cart and advised he was taking Pilotto 
to thè condominiums near thè eighth green (approximately 300 yards 
from thè scene of thè shooting). Guzzino picked up two golf clubs 
from thè tee area and observed Fushi standing near a tree in thè 
vicinity of thè twelfth green. Fushi appeared to be "dazed" as 
if "in shock". Guzzino then got into thè remaining cart and 
picked up Fushi. 

Guzzino then drove thè cart across thw twelfth fairway, 
down thè eighth fairway to thè condominiums, where he observed 
Bamonti. Bamonti advised, "They are calling thè ambulance". 

Fushi then drove Guzzino's cart to thè "halfway house" 
to attempt to get a car. Bamonti walked out to thè Street to direct 
thè ambulance. Guzzino stayed with Pilotto and attempted to stop 
thè bleeding and prevent shock. Guzzino did not know why a cali was 
placed for a Girardi ambulance instead of thè locai paramedics. 

The ambulance arrived, followed by a Crete police officer. 
Guzzino rode in thè ambulance to thè hospital and told Fushi to 
contact Pilotto's wife. 


Bamonti took Pilotto's cart back to thè clubhouse, where 
he told thè "kid" to clean it up.

"October 22, 1981 

"On July 25, 1981, at 8:30 a.m., exactly, on thè 
eighth tee, at Lincolnshire Country Club, I 
shot Alfred Pilotto. The gun I used was a 357 
magnum. Every other bullet in thè gun was supposed 
to be hollow points. I fired thè first shot from 
thè bushes, thè bullet hit Pilotto in thè left 
shoulder from behind. Pilotto grabbed his left 
shoulder and spun around, he then was facing me as 
he fell to thè ground. I then jumped from thè 
bushes and ran towards Pilotto. I then proceeded 
to shoot at him three more times. I then turned 
and ran north up thè path. I jumped over thè Chain 
and one round went off into thè ground, I then 
doubled back towards thè creek (Deer Creek). I 
proceeded to run down Deer Creek, in and out of 
thè water. At a point between thè eighth tee and 
Route 1 ( Chicago Road) I buried thè guns (I had 
been given 2 guns but used only thè 357), so thè 
guns are buried in about thè middle of thè creek 
under a pile of rocks. The clothes I used (green 
coveralls, nylon stocking, green army type cap, 
and brown cotton gloves) were destroyed. I had 
been given a police, fire, and cab company radio. 

I had been told to use it to find out where thè 
police would be located so as to avoid them. I 
forgot thè radio which was in a green hiking pack, 
in thè bushes where I fired thè first shot at Pilotto. 
After I buried thè guns I ran west to Kings Rd., 
down thè path underneath thè railroad tracks. The 
pick-up man (Bob Saroache) (not sure of thè correct 
spelling) carne at 10:00 a.m. exactly and picked me 
up. I was then taken home. I was blackmailed into 
being hired by Sam Guzzino who was hired by Albert C. 
Tocco. The others who conspired to kill Al Pilotto 
were Richard Guzzino and Bob Saroache. Sam Guzzino 
told me that every other bullet would explode upon 
entering. Afterwards Sam Guzzino said that it was better 
that he (Al Pilotto) wasn't killed because now "thè 
war was on." Sam Guzzino said that (they) were all 
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tired of paying Al Pilotto blood money. Sam 
Guzzino said that Al Pilotto collected a percent 
right off thè top from certain business men of 
Chicago Heights. Sam also told me that Al 
Pilotto would be going to court for embezzling 
thè Labor Union out of 2 million dollars. Sam 
Guzzino said that (they) were afraid that Al 
Pilotto was getting too senile and that he 
would spili names. So, they wanted him to be 
eliminated . There is more to thè story, but 
until I am assured of protection and amnesty I 
will withhold that information. I have other 
demands which I will request at a later date.
